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TRANSSEXUAL  ARRESTS  RULED  UNFAIR 


A D.C.  Superior  Court  judge  has  con- 
cluded that  Washington's  community  of 
transsexuals,  because  of  their  unique 
physical  and  psychological  condition, 
are  being  unfairly  harassed  by  the  Met- 
ropolitan Police  Morals  Squad. 

In  an  8-page  ruling  Judge  David  Nor- 
man dismissed  charges  against  four 
avowed  transsexuals  after  finding  that 
their  arrests  were  "unfair"  and  "shock- 
ing" and  constituted  "Cruel"  and  un- 
usual punishment.  " 

The  Four  had  been  brought  before 
Norman  charged  with  soliciting  for  an 
immoral  and  lewd  purpose,  a misdemean- 
or punishable  by  up  to  90  days  in  jail 
and  a $250  fine.  They  had  been  arrest- 
ed on  14th  street  by  a plainclothes  offi- 
cer from  the  Morals  Squad  who  testi- 
fied that  one  of  the  defendants  asked  him 
if  he  were  "sporting". 

At  the  trial,  Norman  took  what  he  said 
was  "extensive"  testimony  from  psycho- 
logists and  others  about  transsexualism 
and  the  severe  psychological  dilemma 
it  causes. 

He  concluded  that  trans s exuals  - -of  which 
there  are  estimated  several  hundred  to 
several  thousand  in  the  Washington  area-- 
are  caught  in  a severe  emotional  plight 
because  of  their  own  mental  crisis  involv- 
ing gender. 

Citing  testimony  by  an  expert  witness, 
Paul  A.  Walker  of  the  Gender  Identity 
Clinic  at  J°hns  Hopkins  University- - 
which  has  been  a leading  force  in  sex 
changes  since  they  were  first  performed 


in  this  country  about  15  years  ago- -Nor- 
man found  that  transsexuals'  opportunities 
for  sexual  engagement  with  other  human 
beings  are  "extremely  limited." 

According  to  Walker's  testimony,  a trans- 
sexual is  a person  whose  general  identity 
is  incompatiile  with  his  or  her  biological 
makeup.  (Homosexuals  accept  their  gen- 
der identity  while  manifesting  sexual  de- 
sire toward  members  of  their  own  sex.  ) 
Gender  identity,  according  to  Walker,  is 
firmly  established  by  the  age  of  3 and, 
once  established,  is  "impossible  to 
change  or  cure.  " 

"Despite  experiments  in  psychotherapy, 
psychosurgery,  hormone  therapy  and 
electric  shock  treatment,  the  only 
known  successes  in  harmonizing  the  iden- 
tity whith  the  anatomy  have  been  in  the 
alteration  of  the  body  to  conform  with 
the  identity,  " Walker  testified. 

He  told  the  judge  that  the  sexual  desires 
of  transsexuals  are  normal  for  persons 
of  their  gender  but  they  must  risk  humil- 
iation--often  violence--in  the  discovery 
by  their  partners  of  their  sexual  organs.  " 

"Conseouently,  transsexuals  , in  seeking 
sexual  interchange  with  other  human  be- 
ings, must  often  rely  on  the  street  en- 
counter, which  is  brief,  impersonal  and 
which  minimizes  the  risks  of  discovery," 
Walker  said. 

As  for  the  four  transsexuals  in  the  case 
before  him,  Norman  said,  the  police  not 
only  participated  in  the  commission  of 
the  offense,  but  their  actions  were  "fraught 
with  deception.  "

Mr.  Chris  M°°re,  a female  impersonator 
of  international  reknown  succumbed  June 
6,  1975  to  cancer.  He  was  fifty  five  years 
of  age. 

He  began  bis  career  as  a female  imperson- 
ator at  tbe  age  of  forty.  This  followed  a 
life  as  an  honorably  discharged  soldier  in 
World  War  Two,  and  a long  stint  as  a mer- 
chant seaman. 

The  greatest  success  of  his  career  came 
during  a ten  year  run  with  Doc  and  Danny 
Brauns  Jewel  Box  Eevue.  There,  Mr.  Moore 
held  perennially  one  of  the  most  difficult 
spots,  the  opening  solo  following  the  first 
production  number.  It  fell  to  him  to  settle 
the  crowd  to  the  concept  that  all  the  beauti- 
ful females,  including  hims  elf,  previously 
seen  on  the  stage  were  in  fact,  all  men. 

Always  billed  and  known  as  the  glamourous 
Chris  Moore,)  a brought  audiences  to  their 
feet,  with  his  fantastic  voice,  beautiful  cos- 
tumes, elegant  coiffure,  and  stunning  stage 
presence.  The  Jewel  Box  showcased  his 
ability  to  mimic  to  perfection,  the  voice 


of  Ethel  Merman.  He  was,  and  remains, 
the  only  female  impersonator,  able  to  achieve 
that.  Danny  Braun,  who  flew  in  to  handle 
funeral  arrangements  was  quoted,  "There 
never  was  another  voice  like  his,  if  I had 
more  like  him,  and  I am  still  looking,  I 
could  tour  with  another  show.  " 

Illness  terminated  his  career  with  the 
road  show.  Between  operations,  he  work- 
ed solo  shows,  highlighted  with  his  so- 
prano, of  course  the  Merman,  and  an 
uncanny  representation  of  his  favorite, 
Marlene  Dietrich. 

Here  again,  Mr.  Moore  showed  his  art- 
istry by  avoiding  a cheap  look  alike  mime, 
but  providing  a carbon  of  the  voice.  He 
felt  that  a true  mimic  needed  only  to  look 
30%  like  the  character  but  sound  at  least 
70%  for  the  best  effect.  His  audience 
attested  to  his  theories. 

The  last  performance  came  in  Feb.  '74, 
at  a special  show  given  by  Lee  G.  Brew- 
ster at  his  Mardi  Gras  Ball  in  New  York. 
There,  surrounded  by  many  of  his  old

Jewel  Box  members,  Chris  headlined  a 
revue,  which  dispite  four  major  opera- 
tions and  experiencing  considerable  pain, 
while  on  stage,  still  showcased  his  con- 
siderable talents.  He  knew  it  was  his 
last  performance  and  wanted  to  appear 
before  the  1,  500  fans  and  admirers. 


As  a person  and  performer,  he  was  con- 
sidered a star. 


"He  was  my  good  luck  charm  and  the 
only  female  impersonator  that  I truly 
liked  and  admired','  said  Lee  Brewster. 


Many  friends  and  co-workers  , includ- 
ing the  glamourous  Toni  Lee,  paid  their 
respect  to  (Chris  } at  his  funeral  services. 

His  ashes  were  returned  to  his  beloved 
s eas . 


Evidently  no  one  considered 
his  show  a drag.  In  fact, 
female  impersonator/illusion- 
ist/male  actress  Charles 
Pierce  proved  so  popular  with 
reviewers  and  audiences  alike 
that  his  act  played  Manhat- 
tan’s Top  of  the  Gate  for  an 
unprecedented  21  weeks.  The 
coup  de  grace,  however,  came 
when  N.Y.  Times  Drama 
Critic  Clive  Barnes  presented 
Pierce  with  an  Obie  Award, 
off-Broadway’s  equivalent  to 
the  Oscar,  for  “special 
achievements."  Thankfully, 
the  Village  Voice,  which  spon- 
sors the  Obies,  refrained 
from  holding  the 
ceremony  in 
Queens.

MADISON,  WISCONSIN 
PROTECTS  ITS  DRAGS 

Without  even  a question,  the  22-member 
City  Council  enacted  a sweeping  revision 
of  Madison's  Equal  Opportunity  Ordinance. 
Besides  gays,  the  law  protects  transves- 
tites and  transsexuals  from  discrimination 
in  housing,  employment,  public  accomoda- 
tions, public  facilities  and  credit.  There 
will  be  a $500  maximum  fine  for  discrim- 
inating in  this  city  on  the  basis  of  age, 
handicap,  marital  status,  economic 
status,  physical  appearance,  political 

beliefs,  student  status  or  sexual  orien- 
tation. 
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ENGLISH  BRANCH  OF  T AO  DECLARES  INDEPENDENCE 


The  English  branch  of  the  Transsexual  Action 
Organization  , based  in  Birmingham,  has 
broken  all  links  with  its  American  counter- 
part. 

Members  of  the  group  said  in  a statement: 
"We  broke  away  from  the  American  TAO 
because  we  found  that  the  differences  were 
too  great. 

"The  American  organisation  has  Presi- 
dents and  Directors,  is  male -to-female 
transsexual  orientated,  and  it  also  places 
a great  emphasis  on  the  occult.  " 


According  to  the  American  TAO's  recent 
newsletter  there  is  quite  a bit  of  discon- 
tent within  the  organization.  A lot  of 
support  for  the  group  was  discontinued 
when  its  founder  viciously  slandered 
the  editor  and  publisher  of  DRAG,  Lee 
G.  Brewster.  . . according  to  the  same 
publication.  TAO  apologized  to  k/Ir.  Brew- 
ster stating  that  the  ’source'  of  their  in- 
formation was  unreliable. 

Even  though  Mr.  Brewster  accepted  the 
retraction  he  announced  that  the  anathema 
of  excommunication  was  still  in  effect.

IN  LONDON 

It  is  generally  kn°wn  that  backstreet  abor- 
tions have  been  a part  of  everyday  life  for 
many  years . 

But,  now  comes  the  information  (from  a 
professor  of  surgery  at  a West  London 
hospital),  that  male -to-female  sex-change 
operations  are  being  carried  out  privately 
in  London  by  back-street  surgeons. 

Writing  in  ARCHIVES  OF  SEXUAL  BE- 
HAVIOUR, he  states  that  they  d°  the 
operation  on  request,  on  payment  of  a- 
bout  1,  000  pound  without  asking  for  a 
psychiatric  opinion. 

The  operation  can  be  done  by  one  surgeon 
working  alone  in  about  half  an  hour  under 
local  anaesthetic,  using  little  more  than 
a pair  of  scissors. 

The  professor  has  had  to  re-operate  on 
about  15  of  these  men  to  complete  their 
transformation  from  man  to  woman.  But 
he  has  now  decided  to  do  no  more  be- 
cause he  is  worried  that  he  might  be  en- 
couraging the  back-street  trade. 


DRAG  QUEEN  MURDERS 
IN  SAN  FRANCISCO 

Two  female  impersonators  who  happened 
to  be  next  door  neighbors,  were  murdered 
by  unknown  assailants  a week  and  a half 
apart  in  the  Tenderloin  area  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

These  two  murders,  according  to  reliable 
sources,  are  probably  related  to  seven  in- 
dividual stabbings  of  female  impersonators 
in  the  same  area  that  have  brought  the  down- 
town San  Francisco  gay  community  close  to 
terror. 

A mass  meeting  was  held  recently  at  the 
Helping  Hands  Center  of  over  50  concern- 
ed persons,  including  a large  number  of 
transvestites  and  stage  performers. 

The  meeting  had  been  called  by  West  Coast 
Gay  Liberation  Front  Chairman,  Rev.  Ray- 
mond Brochears  and  noted  local  impersona- 
tor Carol  Lynn,  in  an  effort  to  put  together 
a coalition  to  aid  in  the  capture  and  expose 
the  murders.

A measure  of  how  civilized  a 
society  is,  might  be  found  in  its 
tolerance  for  different  types  of 
people. 

In  this  light,  Minnesota  seems  to 
be  approaching  a degree  of 
civilization  perhaps  unheard  of  in 
the  history  of  the  West. 

Behind  the  major  national 
movements  to  clarify  and  guarantee 
constitutional  rights  to  blacks,  In- 
dians, women,  children  and  ethnic 
minorities,  are  smaller  movements 
to  assure  the  rights  of 
homosexuals.  The  Minnesota 
Legislature  is  currently  debating  a 
bill  which  would  protect 
homosexuals  "from  discrimination 
in  employment,  housing,  credit  and 
education. 

But  some  people  are  not  happy 
with  this  bill  because  it  leaves  them 
out.  They  are  the  transexuals,  those 
in  transit, 'so  to  speak,  from  one 
sexual  preference  to  another.  There 
are  also  the  transvestites,  those  who 
dress  in  clothes  of  the  opposite  sex, 


who  feel  that  they  too  have  been  left 
out  in  a legal  limbo  by  not  being 
specifically  included  in  the  state’s 
so-called  “gay  rights”  legislation. 

“Nowhere  in  the  bill  are  we 
mentioned,”  said  Verna  Jones, 
president  of  the  Twin  Cities  Tran- 
sexuals, during  testimony  Wed- 
nesday. “We  didn’t  elect  our  genetic 
makeup,”  she  said,  adding  that  her 
associates  are  “human  just  like 
everyone  and  want  the  same 
privileges.” 

But  the  authors  of  the  legislation 
said  proposals  to  include  tran- 
sexuals and  transvestites  were 
inappropriate.  One  is  moved  to  say, 
“Aw,  come  on. . .” 

If  Minnesota  is  going  to  define 
rights  for  homosexuals,  why  not  go 
all  the  way?  Why  leave  anyone  out? 
Get  every  sexual  variation  in  the 
same  legal  bag,  and  let’s  be  done 
with  it.  As  peace  shouldn’t  be 
divided,  neither  should  tolerance.  If 
we  accept  one,  we  should  accept 
them  all.

His 
wife,  Ms.  Caroline  Marks,  promised  that 
she  and  the  senator  would  ask  the  police 
for  more  assistance,  and  that  the  Senator 
would  launch  a probe  into  the  plight  of  the 
Tenderloin  transexuals;  whom  ahe  called 
"first  class  citizens  of  San  Francisco.  " 
She  went  on  to  state,  "My  husband  and  I 
demand  that  the  police  treat  them  as 

such ! "

Two  years  ago  I made  a decision.  I would 
fulfill  a lifelong  dream  and  become  a wo- 
man. Today,  I am  still  a man  and  no  clos- 
er to  that  goal  than  twenty-four  months 
ago.  At  the  present  time  my  plans  are  to 
quit  the  dream,  and  to  never  again  take  a- 
nother  hormone  shot.  And  sometimes  I 
cry  about  that. 

Admittedly,  much  of  the  fault  for  this  tragic 
ending  is  mine.  It  could  be  termed  a lack 
of  courage,  or  perhaps  a variety  of  other 
reasons  for  which  I am  to  blame.  But 
there  is  another  aspect--the  question  of 
image.  As  a male,  I have  been  a suc- 
cessful public  relations  executive,  and, 
incidentally,  it  is  a profession  in  which  I 
could  have  functioned  equally  well  as  a 
woman. 

Public  relations  is  the  job  of  creating  a 


public  image  of  someone  or  something. 

Through  the  use  of  publicity,  the  P.  R. 
person  helps  create  a Marilyn  Monroe 
from  an  attractive  near-orphan.  Another 
speci  alist  in  public  relations  takes  an  un- 
known Congressman,  creates  an  image  of 
superman,  and  makes  some  simple  man  a 
United  States  Senator.  In  short,  the  P.  R0 
person  creates  a good  public  image  for  a 
person  or  product  out  of  something  for 
which  the  people  are  either  negative  or 
indifferent. 

I believe  that  my  sex  remains  today,  largely 
because  of  the  transsexual  image  in  America-- 
and  much  of  the  blame  belongs  to  the  drag 
world  itself.  Historically,  the  drag-queen 
in  America  has  suffered  a bad  image.  The 
image  has  worsened  since  about  the  Eigh- 
teenth Century  in  Europe,  although  it  has 
never  suffered  much  in  countries  such  as 
India  and  Japan.  The  drag's  image  has 
always  been  poor  in  America,  probably 
because  of  our  silly  masculine  frontiersman 
view  of  ourselves. 

Also,  whether  we  like  it  or  not,  in  America 
the  drag  and  the  homosexual  have  been  tied

together  in  the  public's  mind.  The  general 
attitude  was  that  all  drags  must  be  homo- 
sexual--even  though  there  has  never  been 
any  scientific  evidence  supporting  that  be- 
lief. So  it  was  a matter  of  public  image -- 
and  not  scientific  fact- -that  sort  of  "put 
us  in  bed  with  the  gays.  " As  an  aside,  the 
gays  in  their  movement  for  liberation  seem- 
ingly feel  that  drags  have  a worse  public 
image,  and  so  have  virtually  disowned  us-- 
forgetting  that  old  and  true  cliche'  that 
in  unity  there  is  strength. 

In  one  respect,  I am  convinced  that  the 
gays  owe  us  something.  All  too  often  ef- 
feminate gays  go  out  in  drag  'just  for  the 

hell  of  it'.  They  made  every  weekend  on 
Hollywood  Boulevard  a sickening  tourist 
attraction- -yelling,  swishing,  and  telling 
the  whole  damned  world  that  they  were 
really  boys  with  rubber  boobs. 

Moreover,  there  are  transsexuals  and  gays 
working  as  professional  prostitutes  in 
drag.  We  have  no  real  objection  to  pros- 
titution. However,  with  it  came  the  out- 
cry from  merchants  on  Hollywood  Boule- 
vard, and  behind  the  e statiishment  pro-

tests  come  the  police.  Many  TVs  and  TSs 
have  been  'busted'  on  Hollywood  Boulevard 
simply  because  they  were  there. 

We  admit  that  there  are  some  difficult  pro- 
blems for  the  TS  who  is  in  the  process  of 
changing  sex.  Jobs  are  difficult  to  find 
and  keep,  so  they  often  turn  to  prostitution 
as  the  only  employment  opportunity.  For 
that  group  I have  compassion,  but  I wish 
there  was  some  alternative. 

Nevertheless,  there  is  one  group  of  drag 
prostitutes  whom  I consider  just  plain 
sick- -and  for  whom  I have  little  sympathy. 
This  is  the  group  that  must  prove  its  fem- 
inity through  whoring.  These  people  some- 
how belive  that  if  a man  pays  for  sex,  this 
is  the  greatest  proof  of  being  feminine.  Thi 
attitude  is  totally  without  merit. 
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Anyone  who  has  seen  Jan  Morris  on  tele- 
vision recalls  hearing  a real  woman.  Miss 
Morris  does  not  need  to  whore  to  prove 
herself.  She  is  not  actually  even  very  good- 
looking--but  she  is  totally  a woman  with  tons 
of  self-assurance  and  c omposure. 

What  are  we  seeking?  Simply  this,  in  drag 
I wanted  the  right  to  walk  down  Hollywood 
Boulevard  without  a policeman  threatening 
to  kill  me  if  I didn't  get  off  the  street.  It 
actually  happened.  Moreover,  I wanted 
the  right  to  visit  a drag  bar  in  Hollywood 
without  any  hassle.  I cannot  do  that  any- 
more, because  there  are  no  drag  bars  in 
Hollywood.  They  have  all  been  closed  down 
by  the  law.  And  really,  it  is  the  drags  them- 
selves that  are  largely  to  blame. 

The  drag  bars  in  Hollyw  ood  became  a pub- 
lic spectacle  with  screaming  hookers,  oc- 
casional violence,  and  general  disgrace  to 
the  community.  So,  it  became  inevitable 
that  eventually  the  police  would  close  down 
these  places  because  of  public  pressure. 

So,  we  now  get  back  to  the  original  ques- 
tion of  image.  The  drags  themselves  help- 
ed reinforce  their  bad  image  with  the  pub- 
lic. By  screaming,  swishing,  and  hooking 
in  public,  they  have  proven  the  case  against 
thems  elves .

theory  and  reality.  True  freedom  does 
not  exist  for  anyone  in  America,  and  for 
the  members  of  any  minority  group  the 
freedoms  are  even  fewer.  In  practice, 
the  police  always  selectively  enforce  the 
law.  They  will  arrest  a young  man  for  hav- 
ing a few  grains  of  marijuana  in  his  pocket, 
and  ignore  a millionaire  businessman  who  is 
guilty  of  stealing  thousands  of  dollars. 


The  point  is  that  the  public  wants  to  believe 
that  all  drags  are  like  this.  It  is  the  exact 
image  they  have  of  all  cross -dressers.  Often, 
I have  sat  having  dinner  in  a posh  straight 
restaurant,  wondering  what  the  waiter  would 
say  or  do  upon  learning  that  the  woman  he 
was  serving  actually  was  a biological  man. 

But  what  about  civil  rights?  Doesn't  the 
drag  have  an  American  Constitutional 
right  for  freedom  of  action?  When  the  po- 
lice arrest  us  for  doing  nothing,  aren't  our 
rights  being  violated?  For  any  TS  or  TV 
the  answer  is  obvious:  of  course  our  lib- 
erties are  being  denied. 

However,  there  is  a difference  between 


The  drag  is  a member  of  a minority  group- - 
whether  one  likes  it  or  not.  To  gain  equal- 
ity, you  must  fight  for  it--but  intelligently. 
We  should  support  groups  like  Q.L.F.  and 
carry  our  case  into  the  courts.  But  you 
should  not  "set  your  hair  on  fire"  and  go 
happily  screaming  down  Hollywood  Boule- 
vard. A lot  of  people  did  that,  and  now 
there  is  nowhere  on  Hollywood  Boulevard  to 
g°- 

Moreover,  out  of  this  situation  injustices  con 
stantly  occur.  For  example,  my  best  friend 
was  arrested  and  booked  for  prostitution 
while  innocently  walking  down  Hollywood  Boul 
vard  in  drag.  Since  the  police  had  no  case 
whatsoever,  the  judge  dismissed  the  charges 
completely.  Therefore,  can't  we  say  my 
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DRAG 


friend  received  justice?  The  answer  is  no! 
She  was  forced  to  spend  a night  in  jail,  put 
up  bail  money,  and  spend  three  hundred 
dollars  for  an  attorney. 

And  all  this  was  is  a case  of  harrassment. 

The  police  knew  they  had  no  case,  but 
through  such  tactics  they  were  success- 
fully attempting  to  clean  the  streets  of  drags. 
So,  what  can  be  done  to  gain  equal  treat- 
ment under  the  law? 

In  this  move  for  equality  there  is  a need  to 
understand  this  question  of  image.  It  is 
doubtful  that  the  general  public  will  ever  total 
ly  accept  drags,  only  because  the  nature  of 
it  is  beyond  their  ability  to  understand. 

While  it  would  be  desireable,  I doubt  that 
anyone  expects  this  to  happen.  Instead  of 
public  acceptance,  we  should  only  seek 
tolerance.  We  should  have  the  right  to  go 
where  we  wish,  and  dress  as  we  please. 

But  this  cannot  really  happen  until  TVs  and 
TSs  really  understand  what  must  be  done 
about  the  public  image.  We  should  learn 
that  the  real  measure  of  drag  should  be  her 
ability  to  pass  anywhere  without  being  not- 
iced unfavorably  by  the  general  public.  The 
person  who  makes  herself  a public  spectacle 
is  not  proving  anything  about  her  own  femi- 
ninity--except  perhaps  that  she  lacks  any. 

Drags  do  need  their  own  bars  and  clubs 
where  they  are  acc  epted.  Often,  we  find 
ourselves  in  trouble  by  going  to  a straight 
bar  where  there  is  a danger  of  becoming 
too  friendly  with  men  looking  for  real  wo- 
men. Also,  the  gay  bars  are  often  hostile 
to  drags.  Yet,  perhaps  the  gays  know  how 
to  handle  themselves  better.  There  was 
no  general  crack-down  on  gay  bars  in 
Hollywood  during  the  time  the  drag  locations 
were  being  closed  down. 

So,  the  point  remains  that,  at  least  in 
Hollywood,  drags  cannot  have  their  own 
bars  until  thev  learn  how  to  behave  in  pub- 
lic. They  cannot  have  freedom  until  they 
learn  the  nature  of  true  feminity.  And.  . . . 


they  cann6t  have  freedom  until  they  fight 
for  it  through  the  legal  system. 

One  final  observation:  although  I am  a 

TS  myself,  I do  not  really  blame  much 
of  the  probl  em  on  the  TV.  Generally , the 
TV  group  has  been  well-behaved  and  does 
not  make  trouble  in  public.  More  often, 
it  is  the  TS  who  causes  damage  to  the 
public  image  of  the  drag.  Nevertheless, 
there  are  many  unfortunate  TVs  who  were 
just  not  physically  constructed  right  to 
pass  as  women  in  public --and  they  are 
often  obvious. 

As  for  me,  the  clock  has  ticked  too  long. 
Time  is  running  out.  I am  tired  of  the 
police  hounding  me  in  public,  and  there  is 
no  longer  any  pleasure  left  in  the  closet. 

I am  grateful  for  the  past  few  years  of 
freedom,  but  the  crack-down  has  begun. 
Because  I am  a sort  of  tired  prophet,  I 
believe  things  will  get  worse  before  they 
improve. 

We  are  moving  into  a recession,  and  when 
it  happened  in  Germany  Hitler  blamed  it 
on  the  Jews.  At  the  moment  it  may  seem 
impossible  to  conceive,  but  in  America 
they  may  blame  a depression  on  Negros, 
Chicanos,  Gays,  and  Drags.  At  the  moment, 
no  one  will  believe  this  potential:  however, 

even  as  they  were  being  led  to  the  gas  cham- 
bers many  German  Jews  did  not  believe  it 
could  happen  to  them.

Numerous  requests  for  information  regarding  hormone  therapy  and  sex  change 
clinics  made  us  decide  to  make  available  to  our  readers  the  Erickson  Educational 
Foundation's  list  of  Gender  Identity  Clinics  and  Private  surgeons  dealing  with  the 
transsexual.  The  list  is  current  as  of  January  1975. 


Printing  this  does  not  mean  that  we  think  every  transvestite  who  considers  himself 
to  be  a transsexual  should  go  out  and  obtain  an  operation.  However,  we  do  think  that 
he  should  be  aware  that  there  is  counseling  available  as  well  as  many  doctors  who. 
will  provide  the  needed  (?)  surgery.  If  you  do  feel  that  the  operation  is  necessary 
please  don't  select  the  first  surgeon  you  encounter.  Shop  around!  According  to  Dr. 
Ihlenfeld  in  New  York,  one  of  the  hospitals  in  the  New  York  area  will  provide  the  opera- 
tion on  demand  ($3,  000  cash).  If  you  meet  a doctor  like  this,  report  it  to  us,  then 
move  on  to  another.  If  you  don't  you  may  live  to  regret  it  as  a mutilated  eunuch! 

To  date  we  only  recommend  the  John's  Hopkins  University  facilities  because  of  their 
thorough  screening  process.

Lee  Brewster's  Mardi  Gras  tour  is  fast  becoming  one  big  happy  family  of  friends 
who  get  together  each  year  to  enjoy  the  Mardi  Gras  Season.  Over  70%  of  the  tour 
participants  are  repeats,  which  should  say  something  about  the  fun  they  must  have 
had  in  previous  years.  Some  have  participated  for  four  years  or  more.  Because 
it  is  not  a regimented  tour  each  person  has  time  to  find  out  for  himself  the  problems  .
